Can  anyone  confirm  where,  by  whom  struck, 
approximately  when,  and  how  many? 

4.  Gulloteau  reports  1 million  1 Piastres  struck  by  the 
Paris  mint  dated  1937.  Has  anyone  seen  this  date? 

5.  There  are  two  varieties  of  Y12  and  Y13.  Has  anyone 
noted  more  than  one  variety  of  Yll? 

6.  Y20,  5 Piastres  of  1954.  Who  struck  this  coin  and 
how  many  were  issued? 

7.  Y25,  5 Piastres  of  1968.  Same  as  6.  above. 

8.  Y21,  10  Piastres  of  1955.  Same  as  6.  above. 

9.  Y26,  10  Piastres  dated  1969  and  1970.  The  Paris  Mint 
reported  they  had  struck  5 million  of  the  former  and 
8 million  of  the  latter.  Collectors  are  requested  to 
report  any  in  their  possession  and  indicate  mintmark 
and  location. 

10.  Berne  struck  the  25  Piastres  dated  1961  (retaining 
the  Utrecht  mint  mark)  but  would  not  release  quantity. 
Does  anyone  know  the  number? 

11.  Y27,  25  Piastres  dated  1968.  Who  struck  and  how  many?

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THE  COINS  OF  THE  VOLGA  BULGARS 


by  Dr.  Kiril  Nedeltchev,  Sofia,  Bulgaria 
Edited  by  Irving  Berlin 

The  archaeological  expedition  in  Kuibyshev  on  the  Volga 
River,  led  by  Dr.  A.  P.  Smirnov  from  1933-1937,  excavated 
the  ancient  Volga  Bulgar  city  of  Suwar.  The  results  in- 
dicated that  Volga  Bulgaria  was  a powerful  merchant  state 
during  the  ninth  and  tenth  centuries.  It  was  a trade 
center  between  the  Baltic  and  China  and  possessed  an  im- 
pressive monetary  system. 

In  922  A.D.  the  Volga  Bulgarians  accepted  the  Moslem 
faith  and  adopted  Arabic  Kufic  coinage.  In  the  above 
mentioned  excavations  the  archaeologists  found  over  two 
thousand  silver  and  bronze  Volga  Bulgarian  coins.  These 
were  struck  by  29  Khans  in  15  different  mints.  Hoards 
of  Volga  Bulgarian  coins  are  found  all  over  Scandinavia 
and  as  far  west  as  Germany. 

Joint  research  with  Swedish  numismatists  has  established 
that  Volga  Bulgarian  coins  are  included  in  the  earliest 
hoards.  Although  primarily  Viking  caches,  they  were  no 
doubt  augmented  by  Volga  Bulgarian  merchants.  These 
merchants  would  buy  fur  pelts  and  export  them  to  lands 
further  south  and  also  to  Central  Asia.  In  the  Mongolian 
language  a furrier  is  called  "bulgha".  This  may  account 
for  the  naming  Bulgarians  - "the  furriers". 

Swedish  and  English  imitations  of  Volga  Bulgarian  Kufic 
coins  have  been  found.  However  the  Swedes  not  only 
imitated  the  coinage  but  also  tried  to  usurp  the  Volga 
Bulgarian  trade.  Swedish  merchants  (Varangian  or  Rus) 
seized  Kiev  and  founded  trading  posts  there.  As  Kievan 
Russia  began  to  flourish,  Volga  Bulgaria  began  to  decline. 
The  adoption  of  Christianity  by  Russia  (about  989  A.D.) 
was  a decisive  factor  in  the  struggle  and  the  last  tri- 
umph over  Volga  Bulgaria.  Later  on  (I3th-15th  Centuries) 
the  Mongolian  invaders  incorporated  the  territory  of 
Volga  Bulgaria  into  the  so-called  "Golden  Horde" . 

The  coins  of  Volga  Bulgaria  contain  the  names  of  Bul- 
garian Khans  as  well  as  the  mint  (not  always)  and  the 
year  the  coins  were  struck.  It  is  an  interesting  fact 
that  the  Bulgarian  princes  used  the  Turkish  title  of 
"Khan",  whereas  the  Mongolian  princes  used  the  title  of 
"Shapiui"  (Great).  This  indicates  that  even  though  they 
were  under  Mongolian  domination  along  with  the  Finns  and 
Slavs,  they  were  not  of  Mongolian  origin  but  more  likely, 
of  Turkish  origin. 
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MV  CHERISHED  COIN

In  1936,  or  perhaps  1937,  Judge  Herman  Mason  and  I dis- 
covered a mutual  interest  in  coins.  We  spent  many  a 
happy  hour  discussing  them,  trading,  passing  along  any- 
thing new  we  had  learned,  etc.  It  was  quite  a while 
before  we  discovered  our  first  numismatic  publication. 

We  enjoyed  all  of  this  so  much  that  we  thought  how  much 
more  enjoyable  it  would  be  if  we  could  find  others  with 
the  same  interest.  So  we  inserted  a notice  in  the  pro- 
minent newspaper  of  our  city,  inviting  kindred  souls  to 
meet  with  us  in  his  office  on  a given  evening,  with  the 
idea  of  forming  a club.  Alas,  only  two  people  appeared. 
One  was  a boy  with  a collection  of  Lincoln  cents.  The 
other  was  a gentleman  with  a single  coin.... an  1804 
U.S.  Dollar!  In  later  years  I have  often  wondered  if 
it  was  genuine. 

One  day  the  Judge  handed  me  a nearly  round  blob  of  cor- 
rosion. He  laughingly  remarked  that  there  was  a coin 
somewhere  inside.  I visited  a jeweler  of  my  acquaintance 
for  advice.  He  instructed  me  to  purchase  a small  amount 
of  a particular  acid  at  the  druggist,  and  to  be  very 
careful  in  its  use.  At  home  I poured  some  of  the  acid 
into  a glass  ashtray  and  set  it  on  the  kitchen  drainboard. 
I turned  on  the  cold  water  tap  and  picked  up  the  corrosive 
piece  in  a pair  of  tweezers.  I held  it  in  the  acid  only 
a matter  of  seconds,  then  quickly  placed  it  under  the 
running  water.  This  was  repeated  more  than  a dozen  times. 

Gradually  there  emerged  the  finest  sestertius  of  Antoninus 
Pius  (86-161)  that  I have  ever  seen.  I was  able  to 
identify  the  coin  positively  in  1939  when  I purchased, 
in  Chicago,  a reprint  of  Scott's  1913  copper  catalog. 

Of  course  there  was  no  banking  as  we  know  it  now  in  the 
days  when  the  coiners  were  turning  out  the  ancient  Greek 
and  Roman  coins.  Therefore  most  of  them  stand  out  m far 
greater  relief,  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  place 
them  in  rolls  of  20  or  50  of  a kind,  in  other  words, 
they  wouldn't  stack,  but  partly  because  of  the  higher 
relief  their  coins  were  often  of  greater  beauty  than 
those  coined  today. 

I am  a dealer  (as  well  as  a numismatic  writer)  in  a small 
way.

Among  my  displayed  goodies  was  the 
sestertius  of  Antoninus  Pius  with  hardly  a mark  to  show 
that  it  had  ever  entered  circulation,  if  indeed  it  had. 

I thought  I had  a rather  stiff  price  on  the  coin  in  an 
area  where  there  is  little  interest  in  ancients.  Then 
along  came  a man,  not  knowledgeable  I am  sure,  but  with 
money  to  spend.  The  coin  caught  his  eye,  and  there  went 
the  last  coin  of  my  early  collecting  days. 

And  honestly,  i'd  rather  have  the  coin  back,  than  the 
money,  even  though  it  was  100%  profit.
